MOST SUCCESSFUL MEETING EVEN WRT.n AT 
LATONIA COMES TO CLOSE. 

Markie M. Wins the Final Stakes, Principal Feature 
of Getawar Card — R. F. Carman Scores An- 
other Double— Exodus of Horsemen On. 


Cincinnati. O., November 19. — Kentucky racing 
came to a close at Latonia this afternoon after one 
of tlie most successful meetings in the history of 
the Latonia course. Weather conditions sere ideal 
for the siiort and contributed to bring out the full 
quota of regulars and a large number of first-time 
visitors. Speculation was almost of record pro- 
I Motions. the small fields that contested in all the 
races serving as excellent mediums. The racing 
was interesting and thoroughly enjoyable. 

Several form reversals, however, led to some 
fault finding. Bonnie Kelso and Arcite, both from 
the Carrnau stable, were the chief offenders. Both 
• •f these bad been badly beaten in previous essays, 
but they showed great activity today, both in the 
l»addock and on the track. Herbert had the mounts 
on both ot them, took them right to the front and 
stayed there throughout. 

Jockey C. Ross was again in the limelight and by 
clever ridiug won half the card. His success begau 
in tlie opener when he brought Ed Keck home a win- 
ner. He followed it up with a victory on Wander 
in the third and on Markie M. in the Final Stakes, 
which featured the card. 

U. F. Carman’s double was scored in tlie fifth and 
sixth races, and he might have taken another purse 
but for the advantage that Sidney R. received at 
the start In the second race, which practically as- 
sured victory for him. Horizon, the runner-up. made 
a great effort, but could not overcome Sidney R.’s 
lead. 

General Manager llacfameister, iu discussing the 
meeting just brought to a close, said: “Financially 

the meeting has been successful, but the monetary 
part is secondary, as we set out to restore confidence 
in tlie racing here and win back the public support. 
In this direction we achieved gratifying results, and 
\\f will continue in the future to reach for the 
liigiiest that the sport can offer. Next season we 
will attract Uigur dMRMnen of note and the better 
class of horses by our liberal purse and stake offer- 
ings. 1 feel certain that the public is appreciative 
of our efforts to furnish bigh-class and clean racing, 
and that it will accord us liberal patronage.”

JAMESTOWN MEETING ENDS 


CANADIAN RUNNING RECORDS REVISED TO DATE 


During the Canadian racing season recently ended several of the Canadian running records were re- 
ducetl as a natural result of participation in the racing of horses of exceptionally high class. The distances 
for which new marks were made incluiled seven-eighths of a mile, one mile, one mile and twenty yards, 
one mile and a quarter, one mile and three-quarters and two miles and a quarter. In addition, the records 
for three-quarters of a mile and one mile and three-sixteenths were equaled. It was Jack Atkin that 
made new marks of 1:24% for seven-eighths of a mile nnd 2:04 for one mile and a quarter, besides equal- 
ing tbe record of 1:11% for three-quarters of a mile. Lovetie reduced the mile mark to 1:38%, and Star- 
Inittle duplicated the feat a few days later. Spindle made the new mark of 1:41% for one mile and 
twenty yards, Cruelte d’Or that of 3:01 for one mile and three-quarters and Duke of Roanoke reduced the 
two and oue-quarter miles mark to 3:57. 

The Canadian records for one mile and seventy yards, one mile and a sixteenth and two miles and a 
sixteenth remain the American marks for those distances. The full list of the Canadian records revised to 
date is as follows:

From now until spring the 
s[Kirt will flourish on the winter tracks at Oakland, 
Cal., Juarez. Mex., Jacksonville. Fla., Pensacola. 
Fla., nnd Tampa. Fla. The Oakland meeting is 
already in full swing, having opened auspiciously 
a week ago. Ou Thursday next (Thunksgiviug 
Day) the Juarez. Jacksonville and Pensacola meet- 
ing's will begin, all with roseate prospects. The out- 
look is for a more brilliant winter racing season 
than was ever before known in tills country. The 
meeting at Tampa will open January 2. following 
the close of the Pensacola meeting. 


El Paso, Tex., November 19. — It is gratifying to 
the management of the Jockey Club Juarez to note 
the interest taken by local people at this time 
in the coming meeting at Juarez track as attested 
by their keen desire to reserve grandstand boxes 
for the season and the great uuinlier of visitors at 
the traek daily. The majority of the boxes have 
lH*en sold to the leading society people of El Paso 
and Thursday next will witness the most brilliant 
gathering ever seen at a traek in the southwest. 
The management has spared no expense in improving 
the grandstand, stables and grounds. Everything is 
resplendent in new paint and the stables have been 
treated to a coat of whitewash. The inner rail has 
lieen painted white for the complete circuit of the 
track, which has done much to relieve the somber 
color of the background and will enable race-goers 
to distinguish the colors of the horses more clearly 
and readily than heretofore. 

The horses are all going along well, and while 
there have been no startling work-outs thus far. 
when the racers are given their final trials there will 
doubtless be some fast moves. The advance guard of 
regulars has begun to pat in an appearance, a car- 
load arriving today from Salt Lake City, while an- 
other leaves San Antonio tonight. The Latonia con- 
tingent Is expected by Tuesday, and from the manner 
in which the hotels and rooming houses are filling, 
it is evident that the coming meeting is the attrac- 
tion which will bring here the largest number of 
sti-augers seen in El Paso in many seasons.

ROUND THE WORLD’S HALF-SISTER. 


Lexington. Ky., November 19. — Of the few un- 
broken thoroughbred yearlings iu Kentucky the one 
most talked aliout by horsemen in this vicinity is 
probably the half-sister to Col. W. E. Applegate's 
speed marvel. Round the World. This yearling is 
a bay filly by the imported stallion. Monsieur de 
L’Ornie (son of Orme and Lily Asphodel, by Hamp- 
ton), dam Nellie Bly, by Stratford, and she is 
owned by William Steele, a sturdy Scotch horseman 
who for so many years was in charge of the racing 
establishment of the late A. J. Cassatt in Penn- 
sylvania and who is now the master of Horse Haveu 
Stud, having leased that famous farm from the 
Hardy Durham estate after it was given up by 
Perry Belmont something more titan two years ago. 

While Mr. Steele was in the employ of Mr. Cas- 
satt, tbe famous railroad magnate bought Maudina, 
a daughter of imported Australian and the famous 
imported mare Maud (dam of Alarm, by Stockwell). 
Maudina. in addition to being tbe dam of such 
horses as Marauder, Maudlin, Empress, Catoctin. 
Oden, Cloverbrook, Piccolo, Galway. Elizabeth, 
threw Maumee, by Vauxhall, likewise a stake win- 
ner. Maumee, as the property of Mr. Cassatt, foaled 
Nellie Bly, Musmee. Madelaine and Bayard II. Mr. 
Steele raised and broke both Mautnee aud Nellie 
Bly. The latter was sold as a yearling to E. Me- 
Elniecl, and in his colors she won many races in the 
early nineties. She liassed to David Gideon and 
went to the stud at his place at Holmdel. X. J. 
She produced there the winners Neda, Blytheness, 
Nellie Russell and Globe Runner, was purchased by 
Col. Milton Young and at McGrathiana Stud dropped 
Frieze and Round the World. 

At the dispersal of the McGrathiana Stud In Oc- 
tober 1908. Mr. Steele bought Nellie Bly. tbeu in 
foal to Monsieur de L’Ornie. for $100 and advised 
W. J. Young, who was representing Col. W. E. 
Applegate at the sale, to buy her weanling, the 
chestnut filly by Lackford, now so widely known 
because of her racing achievements this year tinder 
the name Round the World, and which Mr. Young 
bought for $100. 

Mr. Steele took Nellie P.ly to Horse Haven and 
there in Mar. 1909, she foaled in the same barn 
where Fitz Herbert and Dalmatian first saw the 
light of day. this muscular, straight-legged, good- 
looking fillv that local horsemen think well 
of.

— Today marked the 
end of the fall meeting of the Jamestown Jockey 
Club ami the closing of tbe racing season in the 
east. With the ringing down of the curtain came a 
scattering of horsemen in all directions. A majority 
of the stables will leave for Jacksonville tomorrow, 
when a sixteen-car special will leave over one of the 
roads running from here to Florida. The present 
meeting was the most successful ever held at Nor- 
folk aud next year promises even better. The re- 
ceipts of the track were set aside today for the 
benefit of St. Vincent’s Hospital. The horsemen did 
their share by donating the parse added to the 
opening raee. The program was made up of eight 
races, one of which was over the hurdles. The con- 
ditions of one of the other races called for starters 
to be owned by members of the Norfolk Hunt Club. 

Favorites won a majority of the purses and most 
of the finishes were close enough to prove interest- 
ing. The feature race went to Blackford, which 
lieat Sandrian a couple of lengths. The parse that 
was donated to the hospital fund was won by David 
Dnniop’s Bendaga.

P. H. Molloy and died of i-olic at his place on 
Anglin avenue. She was never tit Kingston Farm 
except when she was mated with Banastar. She 
left a weauliug colt, the property of Dr. Molloy. by 
Banastar.
